  18   (A) NOTWITHSTANDING § 11-617 OF THIS SUBTITLE, THE AMOUNT OF THE 
  19  TAKEOUT RELATING TO PURSES AND THE MARYLAND STANDARDBRED RACE FUND 
  20  FROM THE AMOUNT RETAINED BY A LICENSEE MAY BE ALLOCATED IN ACCORDANCE 
  21  WITH THE TERMS OF A WRITTEN AGREEMENT SIGNED BY THE AUTHORIZED 
  22  REPRESENTATIVES OF: 
 
  23    (1) THE LICENSEE; 
 
  24    (2) THE GROUP THAT REPRESENTS A MAJORITY OF THE STANDARDBRED 
  25  OWNERS AND TRAINERS LICENSED IN THE STATE AT THE TIME THE AGREEMENT IS

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   1    (3) THE GROUP THAT REPRESENTS A MAJORITY OF THE STANDARDBRED

   3   (B) NOTHING IN THIS SECTION MAY BE CONSTRUED TO PERMIT THE

   7    (2) THE PAYMENT TO THE RACING FACILITY REDEVELOPMENT BOND 
   8  FUND FOR THE MARYLAND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION. 
 
   9   SECTION 2.  AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take
